Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-26 are allowed.

Regarding claims 1 and 16, in combination with other limitations of the claims, 

the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested selecting a personalized 
vocal response as the voice message is being received, wherein the personalized 
vocal response is selected from multiple personalized vocal responses previously 
stored in a memory and wherein the selected personalized vocal response is chosen 
based upon the content of the voice message received and playing back the selected 
personalized vocal response to the voice communication device as the voice message 
is being received.
